Production Holds Steady Pace at 54,564 Units for Current Week; 
Supreme Court Decisions Further Confuse Ford, Republic Labor Cases ; 
April Car Sales Estimated at Around 200,000; Trucks Put at 37,000 


With gains at Buick, Pontiac, Ford 
and Packard offsetting losses else- 
where, car and truck production will 
rise slightly to 54,564 units the cur- 
rent week, ending May 21, compar- 
ing with a revised total of 53,842 units last week and 
129,958 vehicles in the corresponding period of 1937. This 
week's total brings May production to date to 163,845 
units, indicating a final figure of between 210,000 and 
220,000 units for the entire month. 

Sudden sales spurts in the field are credited for the 
sizable speeding of operations at four plants the current 
week. How long the retail end will hold up remains to 
be seen, but there is some indication that sales will not 
drop off completely as quickly as it had been expected. 

Pontiac’s increase of around 400 jobs this week is the 
most noteworthy advance made by various companies. 
Packard has about 300 more units projected, while Buick 
bumped operations by over 200 jobs. Ford’s output will 
show a rise of about 100 units this week. 

As a result of gains by Pontiac and Buick, the General 
Motors group total will be slightly higher than a week 
ago, comparing 19,993 units with 19,889 last week and 
47,998 a year ago. Chevrolet will show a slight drop to

12,000 units this week, while Buick has 3,993 vehicles 
scheduled. Oldsmobile expects around 1,800 jobs, Pontiac 
approximately 1,700 and Cadillac-LaSalle its usual 500 
units. 
Chrysler divisions expect a slight decline in operations 
this week, comparing 11,500 units with 11,800 jobs a week 
ago and 22,800 a year ago. Plymouth’s 6,200 units will 
top the Chrysler group, followed in order by Dodge's 2,500 
projection, Chrysler’s 1,500 and De Soto’s 1,300 units. 
With Ford itself showing a slight rise to 15,000 cars and 
trucks currently, compared with a total of 14,000 the 
week previously and 34,500 in the like period of 1937, the 
Ford group should hit 15,375 units this week, according 
to ADN estimates. Lincoln will account for the 375 cars, 
being divided into 360 Zephyrs and about 15 Lincolns. 
Packard has boosted output back to its former mark 
of 1,200, following a week at the 900-unit level, and the 
projection tops the independent group easily. Nash has 
650 jobs carded, while Studebaker expects 596 jobs this 


week. Willys is closed temporarily and Bantam continues 
plant improvements Sub-assemblies are expected to 
start at Graham later this week, with final assemblies 
probably beginning next week after a several months 
shutdown.

S. Supreme Court, Monday, 
Becloud Ford, handed down several far-reaching de- 
Republic Cases cisions which may prove vital in the 
fight being waged against the National 
Labor Relations Board by the Ford Motor Co. and 
republic Steel Corp. over NLRB orders 
In ordering discharged workers reinstated by the Mac- 
kay Radio and Telegraph Co., the court held that an 
intermediate report from a trial examiner—a major issue 
in the Ford and Republic cases--was not essential. In 
another ruling, Chief Justice Charles Evans Hughes 
ordered the Third Court of Appeals to show cause why 
its order, prohibiting the NLRB from taking further 
action against Republic, should not be vacated.

The court’s decisions, it was apparent in Washington 
Tuesday, have all but ended any possibilities of amending 
the Wagner Act at this session of Congress. Senate labor 
leaders were of the opinion that the NLRB should be let 
alone until it proves or disproves itself. 

Meanwhile, the appeals court in Covington, Ky., granted 
the NLRB’s request tor an early hearing on Ford's 
petition to set aside the board’s enforcement order and 
set June 10 for the hearing 

Other labor developments on the automotive front in- 
clude: ° 

United Automobile Workers, Monday, requested Gen- 
eral Motors officials to arbitrate a dispute over “pre- 
ferred” lists of employes after conferees failed to reach 
agreement following several days’ conferences. UAW 
claims the preferred list had permitted shifting of non- 
union workers to production lines, while the corporation 
contends that the lists are in strict conformity with its 
contract with the union. 

A new one-year pact between Briggs Mfg. Co. and the 
UAW was signed Monday, eliminating the minimum wage 
clause of the former agreement. Seniority provisions are 
altered to extend over the period during which a worker 
may be laid off without losing his seniority 

Firestone and United Rubber Workers agreed, Sunday, 
to renew last year’s contract. 

UAW workers voted, Sunday, to accept contracts 
drawn up with Association of Tool and Die Shop Opera- 
tors, covering 24 plants and 10,000 employes. Union 
officials hope to reach agreement with independent union. 

Approximately 2,000 UAW workers at the Bendix Avia- 
tion Corp., South Bend, have voted to strike if negotia- 
tions with the corporation over discharge of three plant 
policemen, union members, fail.

nounce prices for the third quar- 
ter in a few days, and it is re- 
garded as a foregone conclusion 
that the corporation will reaffirm 
its second quarter prices. This 
action would insure maintenance 
of present wage levels, the service 


said. 


Parts Outlook 

Detroit.—Continued unprofitable 
operations, on an aggregate basis 
until the fourth quarter of this 
year, is the outlook for the auto- 
motive parts and equipment in- 
dustry for the rest of 1938, ac- 
cording to Dow, Jones & Co. 
After being in the red during the 
first quarter, the service said, 
most companies do not expect a 
pronounced pickup until produc- 
tion begins on 1939 cars. 


Fuel Receipts 

Washington.—U. S. bureau of 
public roads reports net revenue 
of $761,998,000 in 1937 from gaso- 
line taxes, inspection fees and 
similar receipts, a gain of $70,- 
578,000 over 1936. A total of 19,- 
218,121,000 gallons of fuel was con- 
sumed in 1937, while the average 
tax rate jumped from 3.85 cents 
in 1936 to 3.91 cents last year. 


Rate Increases 

New York.—Operations in the 
steel industry will rise three- 
tenths of a point to 30.7 per cent 
of capacity the current week, ac- 
cording to American Iron and 
Steel Institutes. A week ago the 
rate was 30.4 per cent of capacity; 
a month ago, 32.4 per cent, and a 
year ago, 90 per cent.

Near 200,000 new car registrations will total some- 
where around the 200,000 mark, which 
with 384,951 units sold during April a 
181,218 units registered in March of this

The March tabulation, completed this week after some 
delay in Kansas and Tennessee, includes an ADN esti- 
mate of 6,300 units for Wisconsin, bringing the month’s 
total to 181,218 units. 

Although later-reporting states may alter this estimate, 
it is believed highly probable that April's final total will 
not go far over the 200,000-unit mark. The 23 states so 
far reported are considered fairly representative of the 
national trend in April, and therefore ADN feels that the 
200,000 estimate should hold comparatively true. 

A total of 70,366 sales are reported by the 23 states, 
compared with 137,233 units in the corresponding period 
of last year. With the latter figure representing approxi- 
mately 35 per cent of the 384,951 units sold in April, 1937, 
this would indicate a total in the neighborhood of 200,000 


registrations for April of this year.

Based on reports from 21 states to date, 
ADN feels that its previous estimate of 
37,000 truck sales for April will hold fairly 
true. No change in the national trend has 
been noted in the additional 12 states to 
report since last week, which would indicate a final figure 
of around 37,000 registrations for the month. 

This figure would compare with 67,832 units sold during 
the same month a year ago and 37,278 units for March 
of this year. The 21 states report a total of 11,031 sales in 
April, as against 20,579 units a year ago. 

Tabulation of March truck registrations, completed this 
week after considerable delay in getting figures from 
Tennessee and Kansas, includes an ADN estimate of 987 
sales for Wisconsin, bringing the month’s total to 37,278 
units.
